Held by East Liverpool 
Graduates. 


EXCELLENT PROCRAM PREPARED 


Was Followed Out Amid the Ap­ 
preciative Applause of a 
Large Audience. 


f o u r t e e n g r a d u a t e s p r e s e n t 


The 25th annual commencement of 
the East Liverpool high school was 
held in the Grand Opera House last 


night. 
Theh exercises were witnessed by a 
large and appreciative audience. The 
stage was simply but effectively dec­ 
orated with flowers and palms. 
A 
vase of carnations occupied a stand 
in the center of the stage and the 14 
members of the graduating class were 
seated about the stage on chairs ar­ 
ranged after no set fashion. 
The invocation by Rev. J. C. Tag­ 
gart was followed by a chorus by the 
young ladies of the high school. 
The commencement exercises prop­ 
er were of a unique character, differ­ 
ing from others in that Hie perform­ 
ers did not go to the front of the stage 
to deliver their 
part, hut 
remained 
seated or occupied an easy position 
while performing. The program gone 
through was in the nature of a dis­ 
cussion, with Miss Eleanor G. Orr as 
leader, and the members of the class 
delivered their productions in a con­ 
versational 
rather 
than 
oratorical 
style. The entire program was linked j 
together in a delightful manner. 
Miss Eleanor G. Orr spoke in behalf 
of the class, introducing the evening’s 
program, which consisted of a discus­ 
sion of some of 
the 
world’s best 
authors and their productions. 
She 
spoke of W ashington 
Irving, Ameri­ 
ca’s first recognized author, and asked 
Miss Maud A. Barlow to tell the story 
of “Irving’s Pedagogue,” the leading 
character in his “Legend of 
Sleepy 
Hollow.” 
She 
very 
effectively 
de­ 
scribed his odd character and related 
some 
of his adventures. 
She 
was 
followed by Elmer E. Price, who arose 
and gave in a clear and concise man­ 
ner the story 
of 
Nathaniel 
Haw­ 
thorne s, “The Face on the Mountain.” 
Mountain.” 
Miss Pearl M. Grafton told in an 
interesting manner “A Canadian Ro­ 
mance,” a story of the seventeenth 
century. 
Miss Emma J. Kenney brought the 
audience back to New England and 
took as her subject “W hittier’s Solil­ 
oquy,” telling of some of the Quaker 
poet’s most beloved poems, and bring­ 
ing in some 
of the best quotations 
from that author. 
Miss Marie C. Faulk spoke in 
an 
interesting manner, taking as her sub­ 
ject “ThrOe Patriots,” quoting 
very 
effectively from several patriotic po 
ems. 
Following this 
the 
orchestra 
rendered a patriotic selection. 
"The Search for the Holy Grail,” 
as told by Miss Olive Dickey showed 
that she thoroughly appreciated and 
understood James Russel Lowell’s fa­ 
mous poem, “The Vision of Sir Laun- 
fal.” 
The leader suggested that the w'o 
men authors should not be forgotten 
and spoke of the wonderful work of 


Harriet Beecher Stowe. 
Miss 
Mary 
G. Irwin gave “Samantha’s View of It." 
a three minutes’ review of that inter­ 
esting temperance story. “Sweet Cice­ 
ly." bv Marietta Holly, better known 
as Josiah Alien’s wife. 
As a close to 
her part she gave a sketch in the dia­ 
lect of Samantha. 
The attention of the class was then 
turned to the 
story 
of 
the west. 
“Ramona.” by Helen Hunt 
Jackson. 
Miss Ruth Rigby vividly reviewed this 
famous story. 
Miss Ora E. Martin told in a clever 
style of some of the characteristics 
ot the children’s poet—Eugene Field. 
She spoke very pleasingly of his love 
for children, the inspiration of much 
of his poetry. She closed by giving a 
few selections from his writings. 
I 
The class then sang the class song, 
composed by one of the members of 
the class, Miss Emma Ak*y. 
Miss Pearl E. Shive told In an ex­ 
cellent manner the story of “A Light 
from the East,” a pretty story indeed 
and well written and told. 
The balance of the literary program 
were stories from that favorite Amer­ 
ican poet. Henry Wadsworth Longfel­ 
low. 
Miss Maud E. Croxall summed 
up the story of “A Legend of Atrt” 
in an interesting talk of about three 
minutes. 
Miss Emma Aley gave an excellent 
but short paraphrase 
of 
“The Stu­ 
dents’ Tale,” another of Longfellow’s 
“Tales of a Wayside Inn.” 
The literary part of the program 
by the class was closed by Miss Alma 
E. Croxall. who related very entertain­ 
ingly “A Romance of Plymouth,” giv­ 
ing a history of the Puritans and the 
hero. Miles Standish, and 
the 
love 
story as told by Longfellow. 
A chorus composed of the young 
ladies of the high school sang one of 
the old school songs. 
Prof. Ravman then announced that 
the 
standing of Miss Pearl 
Shives 
was the highest during the four year£ 
of the high school course and entitled 
her to a four years’ scholarship in the 
W estern Reserve University at Cleve­ 
land. 
Prof. Rayman then introduced 
Dr. 
Charles F. Thwing. president of the 
W estern Reserve university, who gave 
the class a short address and present­ 
ed the diplomas. 
He said in part: 
“This is the glorious month of June, 
the first day of June, in the last year 
of this wonderful century. 
We are 
closing a great century, we are clos­ 
ing a great quarter of a century. 
A 
century in which many wonderful in­ 
ventions have been made. 
Much has been said this evening 
of poets and poetry. 
The poet who 
does not believe in God is no poet. 
‘Who would not be young in a time 
like this? A short time ago a friend 
showed me in his laboratory 
some 
forms of life 
which could be seen 
only under a strong glass. 
I asked 
Where did that life come from?’ He 
said that that was a question 
they 
were always asking, but never have 
found an answer. 
Scientists say life 
is force. Christians, who are also sci­ 
entists, say the cause of life is God.” 
Dr. Thwing then presented the di­ 
plomas to the graduates and pronounc­ 
ed the benediction.

Lisbon. June 2. — (Special.)—The 
bank of Syracuse, N. Y., has brought 
suit 
in common pleas court against 
the Salem Electric Railway company 
to recover judgment tor unpaid in­ 
terest on bonds. 
In 
1890 
plaintiff 
bought 115 bonds from defendant, ag­ 
gregating a value of $50,000. 
These 
bonds are redeemable January I, 1910, 
and bear interest at 6 per cent paya­ 
ble semi-annually. 
Plaintiff 
claims 
that for several years past the inter­ 
est has not been paid until 
now 
it 
amounts to $6,500. This Is sued for. 
John E. Rodgers, James M. 
Hole, 
John W. Northrop, Milton Davis and 
Edmund Wildey guaranteed the pay­ 
ment 
of these bonds, principal and 
interest, and they have 
been made 
parties to the suit. 
Edwin B. Tozier, of New York, has 
also flied a suit to recover $600 claim­ 
ed due as interest from the same com­ 
pany on $50,000 worth of bonds. The 
same parties are defendants.

2.—(H erald)—Frank 
Meese jr., the three year old son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank Meese, East Main 
street, has met with a bad accident, 
which 
came 
near 
rendering 
him 
speechless for life. 
The boy was playing in the road 
with some older companions. 
Young 
Meese saw an object which he desired 
and ran to get it. 
Before he reached 
it he stumbled and fell. 
His tongue, 
which was sticking out of his mouth, 
was nearly cut off in the middle by his 
teeth. 
A frightful, gaping wound was 
thus made. 
Dr. A. W. Schiller was summoned 
and sewed the nearly divided portions 
of the tongue together. The child Is 
resting easily today.

The 
crowd 
were not all over when the elephants 
were started across and the bridge 
began to sway. 
The motion of the 
bridge made many people sick and 
after they had got off several of them 
were troubled with nausea. 
The crowd was 
badly 
frightened* 
and it would not have 
taken much 
to have started a stampede. 
At this 
end of the bridge a rope had been 
stretched to keep the crowd from pass­ 
ing the toll house without paying toll. 
Finally when the 
jam 
became too 
great one man pulled out his knife to 
cut the rope, but it did not last that 
long. 
The crowd went through the 
rope as easy as if it had been paper, 
and the company lost several fares 
before things were straightened out 
again. 
The show left here about midnight 
for Steubenville.

The advance guard of the army of 
locusts that is scheduled to visit the 
earth's surface in June. 1900, has ar­ 
rived in East Liverpool, and in a short 
time the insect is expected in large 
numbers. 
It is predicted that this month the 
country will be swarmed with the pest­ 
iferous visitors who will make their 
regular 17 year visit, remaining about 
three or four weeks. 
But little is 
known of the origin of the locusts, its 
existence having been known long be­ 
fore the time of Moses. They were 
considered by the early Hebrew's and 
other eastern nations, and still are by 
the Arabs, as the avenging armies of 
the Deity. The Arabs assert that a 
statement to this effect exists in good 
Arabic on the wings of 
the 
insect. 
The ancients used them as food, either 
frying them or drying them and pow­ 
dering them, using it as a flour. 
The American species is known to 
scientists as the cidada septemdecim. 
or 17 year locust. The time required 
for the development of the Infant lo­ 
cust is 17 years. The eggs are laid in 
large numbers and deposited on trees, 
from which they fall to the ground and 
are buried to remain during the pro­ 
cess of development. 
The existence 
of the infant for so great a length of 
time is one of the mysteries of nature 
that scientists do not attempt to ex­ 
plain. 
The locusts are confirmed vegetar­ 
ians and attack clover, corn and grain 
in large numbers, necessarily causing

The objects of the Federal census 
are of three kinds: 
To furnish a basis 
for the apportionment of representa­ 
tives in the lower house of congress; 
to ascertain the growth of the United 
States in numbers, wealth and indus­ 
try; and to investigate the social or­ 
ganizations and institutions which de­ 
termine the growth of population and 
wealth. The first is a constitutional 
necessity, the second a study of facts 
and the third a study of causes. 
Probably no social institution is so 
intimately connected w*th the growth 
of population as that of marriage. 
In 
investigating marital conditions the 
law' requires about each person a state­ 
ment whether he or she is single, mar­ 
ried, widowed or divorced; if married 
how many years the 
marriage 
has 
lasted; if a mother, how many children 
she has had, and how’ many of these 
children are now living. 
From the answers to the questions 
it is possible to determine the birth 
rate, the prevalence of marriage, the 
proportion of women and children to 
the whole population, the duration and 
fruitfulness of marriage. So far as 
the power and importance of nations 
are dependent upon the size of the 
population, to that extent is the accu­ 
rate determination of these questions 
a m atter of public necessity.

Five Demo­ 
crats, M essrs. Campbell (M ont.), Naphen 
(M ass.), Scudder(N. Y.), Sibley (P a .,)and 
Thayer (Mass ), and one Hilvente. fcr. New- 
lands (Nev.), voted with the Republicans, for 
the resolution, and tw o Republicans. Mr. Loud 
(Cal.) and Mr. McCall (Mass ), with the Demo­ 
crats, against it. Those were the only breaks 
.from party lines. The Populists voted solidly 
against the resolution. The debate preceding 
the vote had a strong political flavor through­ 
out and was at tim es very personal. 
The features were the closing spew he* of 
Mr. DeArm ond.of Missouri, and Mr. Little 
Held, of Maine, for the respective sides, and 
th e short speech of Mr. McCall, of Massachu- 
eett*, again** the resolution. Mr. McCall has 
distinguished himself before during this ses­ 
sion in opposing the action of his colleague* 
on the Porto Ricon bill. His action w as un ­ 
heralded and, therefore, attracted the more 
attention 
Mr. Grosvenor (O. I d e v o te a few minute* to 
explaining th a t the failure of the Ohio Repub­ 
lican* to nom inate Attorney General M onnett 
in Ohio did not indicate th a t they were up- 
posed to the prosecution of trusts. Mr. Mon- 
n e tt had hat! two term s, and it was tho well 
establish is! rule that no man should bo a can­ 
didate for that office a third time. Besides, he 
said Mr. M onnett was not a candidate for re­ 
election. 
Mr. Lent* (O.) said it was exceedingly pleas­ 
a n t for him to hear Mr. Grosvenor apologize 
for the third tim e for tin* treatm ent of A ttor­ 
ney General Monnett by the Republican party 
■of Ohio. Mr. Monnett. he *Hid, had prose- 
outed one tru st in Ohio in spite of tile tem pta­ 
tion of a bribe of *100.000 and in spite of the 
browbeating of tile Republican press of the 
state. Mr. Lentz had read an interview of 
the date of May Ii*. I DOO, w ith Mr. M onnett, in 
which he predicted th at the Republicans of 
th e state would be punished for their treat­ 
m ent of the trusts.

D escription o f H ow He R eceived th e Mis­ 
sion From A m erica. 


P h i l a d e l p h i a , June 2.—The North 
American had a message from Pretoria, 
dated May 29, describing the presenta­ 
tion of the message from the Philadel­ 
phia school boys to President Kroger, 
by the American messenger boy, James 
Francis Smith.

"Who, then, is this neighbor 
whom I should love?” 
How easy it 
would have !>een for Jesus to have 
said “You should love every ok!,” but 
how utterly useless it would also have 
been! 
So He tells a story* 
It was a 
common story, an everyday affair of 
the Jericho road—traveler, robbers, 
hurrying priest and heartless Levite, 
then a chance stranger with feelings of 
hum anity. 
Reverse the case, and it 
would have been untrue to nature. 
Make the wounded man a Sam aritan, 
aud he would have died; for lf priest 
and Levite w'ould pass unheeded a suf­ 
fering Jew quite likely no man of 
their nation would relieve a traditional 
enemy. 
How this must have cut to 
the quick a half dead Jew*, neglected 
by Hie most religious of men, passed 
with indifference if riot impatience, but 
relieved by a hated, despised Sam ari­ 
tan, a godless alien, and that in Hie 
face of peril, at cost and much incon­ 
venience! 
There the picture stands to all ages. 
a masterpiece of draw ing and color. 
How' full of light, what shadows, w hat 
movement and depth, broad strokes 
aud yet the most exquisite finish! Have 
you studied it? 
H ave you learned who is your neigh­ 
bor? 
Better still, have you learned 
how to find neighbors? Best of all. do 
you yet know’ how’ to be a good neigh­ 
bor? 
When you have failed to learn 
it from the robed and titled saint of 
traditional piety, you may catch it from 
some humble, unpretentious doer of 
kindnesses.

26-37. 
T H E PA RA BLE. 
The parable of the good Sam aritan 
w'as called forth by the question of a 
law'yer, not necessarily a malicious 
question, as to eternal life. 
Christ 
asked him the law. 
He replied, “Love 
God anil thy neighbor as thyself.” This 
was approved, and he was told to do it 
and he would have life. 
Trying to 
evade the personal application of the 
law, he asked, "And who is my neigh­ 
bor?” 
The reply was this parable, in 
which the true spirit of neighborliness 
rather than the definition of a neigh­ 
bor is set forth. 
Christ taught the 
lawyer what it was to be neighborly 
rather than who a neighbor was. 
A 
certain man, probably a Jew, fell 
among thieves on the dangerous road 
from Jerusalem to Jericho and was left 
half dead. 
This was uot an unusual 
occurrence, and Christ may have re­ 
lated what actually occurred. A priest 
appears, sees the dying man ant* passes 
by on the other side. 
A Levite ;omes, 
looks upon the man, which aggravates 
his selfishness, and also passes by. 
Then a Sam aritan appears upon the 
•cene. He is of different nationality and 
religion from the injured man. 
He 
belongs to a race w'ho have no deal­ 
ings with the Jew s and between whom 
there Is m utual hatred. But he thinks 
not of this. 
He sees before him not a 
Jew, hut a fellow being in need of his 
sym pathy and his help, and “he has 
compassion on him.” 
His compassion 
is practical. 
He provides for his pres­ 
ent and future needs. 
In answ er to 
C hrist’s question the lawyer acknowl­ 
edged th at the Sam aritan was neigh­ 
bor to him who fell among the thieves. 
“Then Jesus said unto him, Go and do 
thou likewise.” 
T H E IN T E R P R E T A T IO N . 
The explanation of this parable as 
applied to man is easily made. 
But 
many of the church fathers aud re­ 
formers have been won! to see lu the 
good Sam aritan a higher than man. 
even Christ Himself, and uot without 
reason. Man overcome by satan in the 
gardeu of Eden is well typified by the 
man who had been left half dead by 
the thieves. The priest and the Levite 
represent the law which could not save 
the half dead man. Then Christ comes 
along—the true Sam aritan—has com­ 
passion upon fallen hum anity, and a t 
great sacrifice—the sacrifice of Him self 
—He rescues and saves him—a beauti­ 
ful picture of Christ’s neighborliness 
and one th at should inspire the true 
spirit of compassion and benevolence 
In us. 
We should do unto others as 
Christ has done unto us. 
THE APPLICATION. 
This parable teaches us most forcibly 
"how to be a good neighbor." 
It does 
not define the word neighbor so much 
as it tells us how to be a true neigh­ 
bor. 
It teaches us to see in every 
needy man whom we can help a neigh­ 
bor. It utterly disregards caste, w hetb 
er national, religious or social. 
It ob­ 
literates all Idea of distance, color or 
position, 
lf we see a man In need, In 
w a n t and we can help him, we are not 
to inquire, “Is he of my family, my 
church, my nation, my color, my so­ 
ciety?” but we are to see in him a fel­ 
low human being in need aud are to 
ask, “W hat can I do to relieve his 
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need?” Ahu ir this is true o r int? pnys- 
lcal w ants of men how* much more It 
should be true of their spiritual wants! 
Millions are still out of (’brist aud spir­ 
itually half dead aud dyiug. 
Their 
very helplessness appeals to us. They 
are our neighbors, whether in China. 
Africa or America. 
Are we playing 
the part of a Sam aritan toward them 
or the part of the priest and Levite?

Haw­ 
thorne s, “The Face on the Mountain.’’ 
Mountain.” 
Miss Pearl M. Grafton told in an 
interesting manner “A Canadian Ro­ 
mance,” a story of the seventeenth 
century. 
Miss Emma J. Kenney brought the 
audience back to New' England and 
took as her subject “Whittier’s Solil­ 
oquy,*' telling of some of the Quaker 
poet’s most beloved poems, and bring­ 
ing in some 
of the best quotations 
from that author. 
Miss Marie C. Faulk spoke in 
an 
interesting manner, taking as her sub­ 
ject “Three Patriots,” quoting 
very 
effectively from several patriotic po­ 
ems. 
Following this 
the 
orchestra 
rendered a patriotic selection. 
“The Search for the Holy Grail," 
as told by Miss Olive Dickey showed 
that she thoroughly appreciated and 
understood James Russel Lowell’s fa­ 
mous poem, “The Vision of Sir Laun* 
fab” 
The leader suggested that the wo­ 
men authors should not be forgotten 
and spoke of the wonderful work of 
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Harriet Beecher Stowe. 
Miss 
Mary 
G. Irwin gave “Samantha’s View of It.” 
a three minutes’ review of that Inter* 
cating temperance story. “Sweet Cice­ 
ly.” by Marietta Holly, better known 
as Josiah Allen’s wife, 
As a close to 
lier part she gave a sketch in the dia­ 
lect of Samantha. 
The attention of the class was then 
turned to the 
story 
of 
the west, 
‘ Ramona.” by Helen Hunt 
Jackson. 
Miss Ruth Rigby vividly reviewed tViis 
famous story. 
Miss Ora E. Martin told in a clever 
style of some of the characteristics 
of the children’s poet—Eugene Field. 
She spoke very pleasingly of his love 
for children, the inspiration of much 
of his poetry. She closed by giving a 
few' selections from his writings. 
The class then sang the class song, 
composed by one of the members of 
the class. Miss Emma Aley. 
Miss Pearl E. Shive told in an ex­ 
cellent manner the story of “A Light 
from the East.” a pretty story indeed 
and well written and told. 
The balance of the literary program 
w'ere stories from that favorite Amer­ 
ican poet, Henry Wadsworth Longfel­ 
low'. 
Miss Maud E. Croxall summed 
up the story of “A Legend of Atri” 
in an interesting talk of about three 
minutes. 
Miss Emma Aley gave an excellent 
but short paraphrase 
of 
“The Stu­ 
dents’ Tale,” another of Longfellow’s 
“Tales of a Wayside Inn.” 
The literary part of the program 
by the class w'as closed by Miss Alma 
E. Croxall, who related very entertain­ 
ingly “A Romance of plymouth,” giv­ 
ing a history of the Puritans and the 
hero, Miles Standish, and 
the 
love 
story as told by Longfellow'. 
A chorus composed of the young 
ladies of the high school sang one of 
the old school songs. 
Prof. Bayman then announced that 
the 
standing of Miss Pearl 
Shives 
w as the highest during the four year^ 
of the high school course and e n title 
her to a four years’ scholarship in the 
Western Reserve University at Cleve­ 
land. 
Prof. Ray man then introduced 
Dr. 
Charles F. Thwing. president of the 
Western Reserve university, who gave 
the class a short address and present­ 
ed the diplomas. 
He said in part: 
“This is the glorious month of June, 
the first day of June, in the last year 
of this wonderful century. 
We are 
closing a great century, we are clos­ 
ing a great quarter of a century. 
A 
century in which many wonderful in­ 
ventions have been made. 
“Much has been said this evening 
of poets and poetry. 
The poet who 
does not believe in God is no poet. 
“Who would not be young In a time 
like this? 
A short time ago a friend 
showed me in his laboratory 
some 
forms of life 
which could be seen 
only under a strong glass. 
I 
asked: 
‘Where did that life come from?’ He 
said that that was a question 
they 
were always asking, but never 
have 
found an answer. 
Scientists say life 
is force. Christians, who are also sci­ 
entists, say the cause of life is God.” 
Dr. Thwing then presented tho di­ 
plomas to the graduates and pronounc­ 
ed the benediction.

James McCormick, who threw the 
brick at 
the mail box at the corner 
of East Market street and the Horn 
switch Thursday evening, was arrest­ 
ed yesterday by Officer Rose 
while

McCormick states that 
he 
came 
here from Cleveland and arrived Wed­ 
nesday evening. 
He says he has just 
been out of the hospital a short time 
and is a plumber by trade. When ar­ 
rested he had in his possession one 
shirt and several collars and the shirt 
bore the stamp of the Steubenville 
steam laundry. 
He says he did not 
hit 
the mail box with a brick, but 
just dropped the brick on it. He gave 
no reason for his act and what he did 
it for is a mystery unless he expected 
to get 
something valuable out of the 
box. 
He says he was not drunk, and 
the fact that he got away from the 
spot so quick would indicate that he 
was telling the truth that far. 
There are witnesses who saw Mc­

the brick 
and break the box so that it is not 
safe to put mail in. Postmaster Surles
